perchance we employers have been bugging a -I lu wiKth r 
we have been making' the mistake of beUeving that because we have 
a pleasant home, that cstabli.shmem is e<niiilly attractive and equally 
homeUke from the employe's point of mcw. 

The perfection of the home, apparentlv. .lepemK on whether 
oiie"> place in it is that of miKtress or of maid. Let us compare for 
a moment the home of the honscworker with the home of the i»flice 
or factory worker. By "home ' 1 do not mean thotiuarter of tlie city 
in which she lives, nor the external appearance of the lionse. 1 inean 
the real hearthstone of the girl, the place Ihat *he caU* her*, whether 
she shares it with a fellow worker or room* alone— Ihe place where 
*he lives her individual and inner life. 

Then, there is the question of entertaining company, t;irl men U 
and men friends. "Now here," says one housewife, "is where the 
houseworkcr has the advanUge. .She has a nice kitchen in which lo 
entertain her company. The girl in a tenement h is often no place 
to take her caller that is imt already overrun by the family; and if 
she is boarding, she often has no place at all." Mistress housewife, 
your argument t* logical, but perhaps the working girl is devoid of 
logic. In any case, she continue* to hold a prejudice against enter- 
taining her friends in the kitchen, and the young men continue to 
share that prejudice. Houseworkers tell me that their chances ..f 
marriage are les* than tho*e of girls who work outside the home 
I have no statistic* to *how on either side, but whether Ihe *Utemtnt 
it true or not, so long as young women believe it to be true the 
occupation will be le** popular with them than other industries. For 
every woman of normal feeling* desire* to marry, or, at least, desires 
a chance to marry If she remains a spinster, *lic like* to feel lhal 
U U from choice, not from necessity.
